Motor vehicle retail sales through­ 
out the United States totaled 748,935 
units during the first quarter this 
year, according to the Automobile 
M anufacturers 
association. 
A 63 
per cent gain in March over Feb­ 
ruary served to pile up a lead of 
almost 40 per cent for the quarter 
above the first three m onths of 
1938, when the total was 536,668 
passenger cars and trucks. 
The M arch total of 329,467 units 
was about 45 per cent ahead of 
M arch last year. 
Both passenger

provement. 
The M arch total of 276,292 pas­ 
senger cars was 67 per cent ahead 
of the previous m onth and 47 per 
cent better th an the corresponding 
m onth last year.

HITLER'S TALK 
FAILS TO QUIET 
EUROPEAN FEARS

Europe 
resumed 
its 
military 
preparations today, its anxiety a p ­ 
parently 
unrelieved 
by 
Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler’s answer 
to 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
On the 
Rorne-Berlin 
axis side, 
Premier Mussolini told his cabinet 
tile Italian arm y would be strength­ 
ened “in size and equipm ent" 
On 
the 
Anglo-French 
side, 
Britain again sought Soviet Russia’s 
strength in the east 
and 
Fiance 
pressed ber efforts to bring R um ania 
into a collective security front. Po­ 
land took precautionary war m ea­ 
sures. 
H itler’s speech to 
the 
reiehstag 
Friday signalled 
a new 
storm of 
of nazi press criticism of President 
Roosevelt although even 
well-in­ 
structed nazi com m entators differ­ 
ed on the breadth of the chancel­ 
lor’s reply to Roosevelt’s peace a p ­ 
peal.
